Greetings DXers. That includes YOU and all hams who are looking for 
someone new to talk to! There's lots of good DX news available free on the 
Internet, thanks to the Ohio Penn DX Bulletin and 425 DX News. Much of the 


news of activity which I'll mention in this bulletin comes from these sources. 
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The coronavirus has caused lots of planned DX to be cancelled or postponed. 
But despite the pandemic, the AR-Cluster Network reported 198 countries 
active between July 12th and 19th. So now’s a good time to take a break from 
house-cleaning and get on the air! Here’s some good stuff to be looking for in 
the coming month. 


9G, GHANA. Look for IZ4YGS to be signing 9GSGS from Ghana between 
August 8th and September 15th. He will be mostly on FT8 (F/H and Standard 
FT8) and SSB. QSL via LoTW, IZ4YGS direct or eQSL. 


CYOC SABLE ISLAND. The Cy0C Sable Island Dxpedition has been 
postponed to October 2021 due to the Coronavirus. 


E5, NORTH COOK ISLANDS. E51 WL plans to be on the air around the end 
of July. 


HA HUNGARY. Look for HA7OMAV until December 1. QSL via LoTW and 
eQSL. 


FP St. Pierre & Miquelon. The TOST DXpedition planned for August 10-17 
has been cancelled and will be rescheduled sometime next year. 


W8S SWAINS ISLAND. Put September 23 to October 6, 2020 on your 
calendar for an operation as W8S from Swains Island. All HF Bands, and CW, 
SSB, FT8 and RTTY. For updates go to https://swains2020_Ildxt.eu/ 
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XW LAOS. XW2DxX is active from Laos. He plans to stay in Laos for the next 
5 years with activity on 20/15/10 meters.
